Clifford P. Hansen, called to ask if we could provide any information of an 
unclassified nature on the recent press allegations to the effect that the 
Soviets suppli ed nerve gas to Nasser for use in Yemen and elsewhere. After 
checking with I advised Baldwin that, as he had been told by 

State Department, the evidence was not conclusive on this subject and there 
was little that could be said of an unclassified nature. I did point out, 
however, that ’’nerve gas” was not particularly difficult to make. Baldwin 
said under the circumstances he felt that they would do nothing on this at 
least for the time being.
